Following  are  excerpts  from  a citation 
which  has  recently  come  to  our  attention: 

1,15TH  AAF  IN  ITALY  - 1st  Lt.  Leland 
C.  Geiss,  24,  815  N.  Sycamore,  Ottawa, 
Kansas,  bombardier  of  a 3-24  Liberator 
in  the  15th  Air  Force  in  Italy,  was 
recently  awarded  the  Distinguished 
Flying  Cross  for  ’ extraordinary  achieve- 
ment during  aerial  flights  over  enemy 
territory.* 

’’Last  June,  Lieutenant  Geiss,  lead 
bombardier,  led  his  formation  through 
intense  and.  accurate  anti-aircraft  fire 
for  a successful  precision  bombing  of 
the  vital  enemy  oil  storage  and  refinery 
at  Giurgiu,  Rumania,  and  in  spite  of  a 
later  attack  by  sixty  enemy  fighters 
returned  safely  to  the'  home  base 

"A  veteran  of  50  missions  in  the 
Mediterranean  Theater  of  Operations,  he 
has  participated  in  bombing  attacks  on 
aircraft  factories  and  oil  refineries 
in  Vienna,  and  German  industrial  in- 
stallations at  Blecnhammer  and  Munich, 
Other  targets  he  has  bombed  were  air 
fields  and  railroad  yards  in  Northern 


Italy  and  Southern  Austria. 

"He  holds  the  Air  Medal  with  three  Oak 
Leaf  Oldsters,  and  is  authorized  to  wear 
the  Distinguished  Unit  Badge  as  a.  member 
of  a heavy  bombardment  group  which  has 
been  cited  by  the  War  Department  for 
1 outstanding  performance  of  duty  in 
armed  conflict  vri.th  the  enemy.1 

"Lieutenant  Geiss  was  graduated  from 
Appanoose  Rural  High  School  in.  1939,  and 
was  employed  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  (FCA)  Kansas  City,  Missouri, 
until  entering  the  service  in  August 
1942.  After  completing  a bombardier 
training  course  as  an  aviation  cadet,  he 
received  his  wings  and  commission  at 
Big  Springs,  Texas,  in  July  1943."

Somewhere  in  Belgium — Yes,  indeed  it  is 
very  late  to  be  writing  you  and  thanking 
you  for  the  lovely  Christmas  pacKage 
received  from  the  club.  It  ms  cer- 
tainly appreciated  very  much  and  that 
fruit  cake  "ms  simply  delicious.  My 
brother,  who  has  been  stationed  in  . 

England  now  for  30  months,  and  only  12 
miles  from  me  the  whole  18  months  I was 
there,  and  his  English  wife  and  I really 
‘enjoyed  it  one  night  before  Christmas 
when  they  came  to  visit  me. 

The'  holiday  season  in  England  was  very 
nice  this  year  and  I really  could  not 
h8ve  asked  for  a nicer  one  if:  I had 
been  home,  outside  of  seeing  my  family 
again  but  we  put  things  like  that  out-  of 
our  mind.  We  had  a choral  group  that 
went  caroling  to  a nearby  hospital  that 
has  occupants  wounded  and  back  from  the 
front.  Each  ward  was  very  Christmasy 
and  different  from  every  other  ward. 

Most  of  the  boys  seemed  to  be  in  very  • 
good  spirits  in  spite  of  the  season  and  . 
their  being  hurt.  Indeed  I was  proud  of 

our  fighting  men On  Christmas  Iky 

some  of  us  WACs  went  to  the  Hospital 
again  to  see  the  boys.  Of  course,  I 
am  still  a bit  bashful  and  didn't  quite 
know  what  I would  say  to  sick  boys  that 
I didn't  know,  but  they  did  all  the 
talking  and  seemed  to  enjoy  it.  * They 
talked  of  fighting,  home,  and  just  most 

anything they  begged  us  to  come 

back  because  they  could  talk  to  us  in 
army  terms  and  we  understood. .. and  of 
course,  they  always  have  that  line  of 
"good  to  talk  to  an  American  girl  be- 
cause she  has  a comeback. 

Since  then  we  have  moved  to  Belgium  and 
I do  like  it  over  here  in  spite  of  the 

fact  everyone  speaks  French Our 

living  conditions  are  not  bad  at  all  ncw- 


they  are  improving  steadily.  We  are 
living  in  a house  that  is  steam  heated 
....for  about  the  first  two  weeks  here 
we  took  cold  water  sponge  baths  out  of 
our  helmets  each  night  before  jumping 
into  bed. . . .however,  now  we  WACs  get  the 
use  of  the  hot  showers  over  in  HQ  once  a 
day  for  an  hour. 

We  can  get  pie-ala-mode  here,  but  when

ARTICLE  III  - ELECTIONS 

A.  Amend  Article  III  of  the  Bylaws  to 
read  as  follows: 

’’Section  1.  (a)  Nominations  of  officers 

and  directors  to  be  elected  at  each 
annual  meeting  shall  be  made  and 
published  as  follows: 

1.  At  least  30  days  before  each 
annual  meeting,  the  President  shall 
appoint  and  publish  in  a conspicuous 
place  the  names  of  a nominating 
committee  of  five  members.  The 
committee  shall  select  one  candidate 
for  each  position  to  be  filled  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  not  less 
than  fifteen  days  before  the  annual 
meeting  shall  publish  in  a con- 
spicuous place  a list  of  such 
candidates.

AMFFTMTFTS  TO  BYLAWS

2.  • Any  member  or  group  of  members 
may  nominate  a candidate  for  each 
position  to  be  filled  at  an  annual 
meeting  by  delivering  a dated  notice 
of  such  nomination  or  nominations 

to  the  President  or  to  any  member 
of  the  nominating  committee  not 
less  than  ten  days  before  the 
annual  meeting,  accompanied  by  a 
statement  that  if  elected  the 
nominee  or  nominees  will  serve. 

3.  The  nominating  committee  snail 
publish  an  alphabetical  list  of  all 
nominations  made  under  (l)  and  (2) 
hereof  not  less  than  five  days  be- 
fore the  annual  meeting. 

4.  Any  member  may  make  a.  nomination 
cr  nominations  from  the  floor  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  the  Presi- 
dent shall  invite  such  nominations 
before  proceeding  with  the  election. 
He  second  for  such  nominations 
shall  be  required. 

(b)  Sleet  ions  shall  be  by  brllo  ^ex- 
cept where  there  is  only  one  candi- 
date for  a position,  in  wnieh  event 
the  President  shall  decla.ro  such 
candidate  elected.  Pallets  need 
not  be  signed  or  otherwise 
identified  by  the  members.  The 
candidate  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  bv,  declared 
elected.  In  the  event  of  a,  tie,  a 
run-off  election  shall  be  held  be- 
tween the  Candidates  who  are  so 
tied. ” 

B.  Amend  Article  IV,  Section  1,  of  the 
Bylaws  by  changing  the  semicolon  in  line 
seven  to  a period  and  striking  out  the 
remainder  of  the  section  reading  as 
follows: 

^provided,  hovaever,  that  any  person 
elected  to  fill  a vacancy  caused  by 
the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of 
an  officer,  shall  be  elected  to  serve  i 
only  during  the  unexpired  portion  of 
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the  term  of  such  officer  end  until  his 
successor  is  duly  elected. ” 

C,  Amend  Article  V,  Section  2,  to  read 

as  follows: 

” Sect ion  2.  Any  vacancy  on  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  any  vacancy  in  any 
office  except  that  of  Executive 
Secretary  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  for  the  unexpired  portion 
of  the  term  of  such  officer  or 
director.”
